Senator Palmer Takes 
Up the Cudgel 


In Behalf of the Undefended 
Democratic Senators, 


And Defies Stewart to Name 
One Beneficiary 

Who Has Received Public Pap 
for His Yote, 


Mr. Voorhees Leaves ‘Clevcland’s Defense to 
the Country—Speech by Senator Per- 
kins on Silver—The Federal 
Efections Repeal Bill.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) In response to a 
resolution of inquiry. the Secretary of 
the Interior sent to the Senate today a 
statement concerning the discontinu- 
ance or consolidation of land offices, 
showing the following among the con- 


solidations: California, Independence 
with Visalia; Nevada, Eureka with 
Carson City; Wyoming, Lander with 


Buffalo. The statement said that the 
reason for the consolidations was the 
inadequacy of the appropriation and 
to prevent any. deficiency. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—(By the 
Associated Prees.) SENATE.—When 
the Senate met this morning, the re- 
peal men were caught napping by Sen- 
ator Stewart, who observed that there 
was no quorum, and questioned the 
propriety of the Senate proceeding. 

Senator Harris of Tennessee, an ar- 


| dent silver man, was presiding in the 


absence of Vice-President Stevenson, 
who is attending a Democratic n:eet- 
ing in Pennsylvania, and the PFresi- 
defit pro tem., promptly ordered the 
roll called, although the journal had 
not yet been read. Only thirty-five 
Senators ‘responded—less than a quo- 
rum, and a stay of proceedings was 
necessary until the members strolled 
in one by on? to a sufficient number 
to constitute a quorum. 

Senater Stewart then presented res- 
olutions adopted at a mass-mecting 
held at Cleveland, O., favoring an in- 
vestigation to ascertain whether any 
Senators were interested in national 
banks, ‘railroads, or other special in- 
terests favored or fostered by legisla- 
tion. He expressed the hope that an 
investigation would be had, and the 
rumor so prevalent set at rest that 
national bank stocks had anything to 
@o with the demonetization of silver. 

Senator Dubois of Idaho create a 
sensation by offering the following reso- 
lution, which went over until tomor= 
row: 

‘“‘Whereas, several sovereign States 
are without the full representation in 
the Senate to which they are entitled, 
be it 

“Resolved, that the consideration of 
legislation relating to Federal elections 
laws, the tariff and the financial mat- 
ters, materially affecting the partially 
unrepresented States, be postponed in 
the Senate until Monday, January 15, 
1894, to enable the States of Washing- 
ton, Montana and Wyoming to have 
the votes, influence and protection in 
the Senate guaranteed each sovereign 
State by the Constitution of the United 
States.”’ 

The resolution was laid on the table— 
yeas, 27; nays, 19. The repeal bill was 
then take up and Senator Stewart, who 
was recognized, said he would yield to 
Senator Dubois of Idaho, who had 
given notice of an intention to speak 
today. Senator Dubois in turn yielded 
to Senator Perkins, who said: 

‘We have been told in clear, cour- 
ageous tones that all our existing eco- 
nomic troubles flow from the law that 


viciously .operates upon the affairs of. 


finance and commerce, and we have 
been further told that the blotting out 
of the law will instantly recall 
to us the recent days of prosperity. - 
“It is absurd to say that our. coined 
silver has caused, or is causing, the 
present lack of confidence. I am a sin- 
cere believer in the use and coinage of 
both gold and silver, and I do not 
think it wise statesmanship to dispar- 
age either by the ageney of the force 
bill. If we commit this country to a 
we increase the 
burdens of the mass of our people, and 
unjustly enrich the select number or 
class of investors at g@meral expense. 
Repeal the Sherman act purchasing 
clause, and declare by legislative enact- 
ment the unfaltering purpose of the 
United States to adjust and maintain 
its currency system upon a double 
standard with equality between the two 
units of value and tkeir multiples; 
then open the mints to the coinage of 
silver of proved American production;

interests the aseurance that the tariff 
shall not be altered in disregard of 
their reasonable claims or otherwise 
than with due regard for the greatest 
good to the greatest number, and your 
contemplated repeal of .the objection- 
able clause of the Sherman act will 
have a new force dnd meaning from 
Maine to California."’ 


- A the conclusion of Senator Perkins’s 
speech Senator Stewart resumed the 
floor. He read from a paper an article 
on the President’s alleged rebuke to. the. 
Senate. 

Senator Palmer of Illinois askec 
whether it was consistent with the 
proper relations between the Senate 
and the President to read in thé Senate 
grave charges against the Executive 
for which he (Stewart) would not be 
responsible. 

Senator Stewart said it was consist- 


f 

om for him as a Senator to defena the 
Senate when the press said the Presti- 
dent was rebuking the Senate, and 
was calling the Senators’ criminals. 
“Let his friends deny that he has used 
his patronage to control legislation,’ 
said Mr. Stewart; “let them make it 
clear how the sentiment of Congress 
has been changed, and how the over- 
whelming majority in favor of free 
coinage in Congress has been changed 
so the gold monometallists are in the 
majority.’’ 

Senator Palmer wanted Senator 
Stewart to indicate a single instance 
in which the President had employed 
patronage to control a Senator or a 
member of the House. “Why, my 
dear sir,’’ said Mr. Stewart, in a pat- 
ronizing way, “‘these charges kave 
been made in the public press. They 
have been brought home here, and, be- 
fore I indicate anyone, will you ceny 
fhat patronage has been given to those 
who will support adfninistration meas- 
ures 

“If the Senator himself, upon his 
own responsibility as a Senator,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Palmer, ‘‘will make a charge 
of that sort, I will confess if I believe 
it to be correct, or I will deny it, but 
the idea that the President or his 
friends are to deny charges made 
against him in the papers seems to me 
most astounding.”’ 

Senator Stewart reiterated that the 
charge had been made in the papers. 

“Will the Senator name a single Sen- 
ator whom he knows or believes to 
have been influenced by the patron- 
age of the President?” again ssked 
Mr. Palmer. 

“Does the Senator want me to make 
a personal matter of this, and dwindle 


this down in this way?’ asked Sen- 
ator Stewart; -and then, as if dis- 
gusted, added: pshaw!’’ He 


asked Mr. Palmer if the latter would 
vote for a resolution authorizing in- 
vestigation of the question. 

Senator Palmer said be would when 
Senator Stewart would make a charge 
against any Senator or member of the 
House. 

‘{ do not want to confine it to one 
Senator or member,” said the latter, 
amid laughter. ‘‘Investigate if you 
dare.”’ 

will,’’* replied Senator Palmer, 
‘“‘whenever the Senators bring forward 
charges against any individual mem. 
ber of the Senate, I will vote for an in. 
vestigation.’’ 

“When I make a criminal charge 
against a particular individual,” said 
Stewart, contemptuously, ‘‘the Senator 
from Illinois will allow it to be invest:- 
gated, but he will not protect the honor 
of his Executive in denying thesc 
wholesale charges. He wants to make 
a criminal charge against a Senator.’’ 

The Nevada Senator then had read 
a long article from the San Francisco 
Examiner commenting upon the course 
of the President and closed his speech 
with a passionate indictment of En- 
gland as a monster that stalked 
through the country, breaking down 
the interests of the seven States and 
Territories that claimed the direct leg- 
islation of Comgress, and whose voice 
had been heats last week on the east 
front of the capitol rebuking the Sen- 
ate. 


Senator Morgan rose to a personal 
explanation, and referring to an ar- 
tigle in the New York Times of today 
that no honorable Democrat could 
listen to that part of Senator Stewart’s 
speech criticising the President, and 
continue to act with him in obstruction 
to repeal, unless ‘‘as we fear is. the 
case .with Senator Morgan, he is so 
implacable and unreasonably the. en- 
emy of the President that he subordi- 
nates the highest question of privilege 
and public interest to the gratification 
of a publie revenge.”’ 


Senator Morgan said ke was very 
happy to state that between the Presi- 
dent and himsel@ there existed the most 
cordial personal relations. They had 
always existed, and he hoped that they 
ever would. He thought he differed 
with him upon no question vital to the 
country or to the Democratic party. 

Senator Voorhees then rose and said: 
“T am very glad to hear the remarks 
of the Senator from Alabama in regard 
to the assault made upon the President 
of the United States for the last two 
days. I desire simply to account for 
the total silence on this side of the

‘Nobody is perfect, 
human nature is infirm: the loftiest 
characterd are not infallible, but I 
venture to say that in American his- 
tory the career of Grover Cleveland, 
lis character, his achievements, his 
honor, his patriotism and his ability 


will stand with the foremost in swite 


of all assaults that may be made. 
Whether we differ from him or agree 
with him, nobody fails to recognize his 
stalwart and powerful character, both 
of mind and high integrity. I hope, 
Mr. President, this little tribute may 
be taken as sufficient to account for the 
fact that we will not feel called upon 
to enter into any defense of the Presi 
dent of the United States, unless some- 
thing far more important may be 
charged against hirm than has been up 
‘to the present time.”

There- 
fore, on November 6, last, you were 
overthrown, and we are now here to 
undo those things which you did in 
@rrogance cf your power.” 

Representative Johnson of North Da- 
kota, in charge of the debate for the 
Republican side, presented the minority 
report of the committee as embodying 
his views. 

Representative Dolliver of Iowa was 
to reply to Tucker, but his sudden ili- 
ness prevented it, and Representative 
Brosius of Pennsylvania was selectee 
to take his place. He appealed, he 
said, to patriotism, not to partisanship. 
Authority is obtained either by force, 
lot or consent. Consent is the only 
manner in which authority is acquired 
under this government. Suffrage is a 
mode of expressing consent. After the 
war conditions arose that were a men- 
ace to the liberties of a weak race. 
Those in the South who had power 
took and heid it against the weak. 

“We had to protect those,” he said, 
“whom we had seen fight loyally and 
gallently for their freedom. The act 
passed in 1865 authorizing the army 
and navy to maintain peace atthe 
pel's, more drastic than the present 
laws, was endorsed by some of the 
most illustrious men who ever honored 
the Democratic party by their service.

TOO EXACT FOR ONCE. 


The Story Told by a Veteran Who Lost an 
Arm in 1864. 

The veteran had just finished a lec- 
ture to the old soldier club on military 
exactness, says the Detroit Free Press, 
and had been rather severe on some 
who were disposed to be lax in their 
methods, particularly a tall corporal 
with one arm off. When he had fin- 
ished the corporal stepped out in front 
of the soap box on which he had been 
sitting.

You see this arm,”’ ahd he held out the 
stump. ‘‘Well, this is the result of too 
much exactness.’’

“Well,” went on the corporal, “‘it was 
this way: Along in 1864, when I was 
in the Army of the Potomac, I was, as 
you know, a cavalryman, and one day 
100 of our regiment were ordered out 
to act as a reserve for a small sortie 
that was to be made to stir up the 
enemy. Every officer we had had been 
so raked over by our crusty old colonel. 
for not having everything just’ right 
that life on duty was a burden. A cap- 
tain was in command of our force, and 
he had us ranged up in exact line as 
if we were on parade, and that, too, 
after the enemy had begun to sling 
shells over our way, and a man wanted 
to dodge in spite of himself. The cap- 
tain wouldn’t have it, though, and 
there we sat. every head on a line, 
everybody's hand straight with 
every other bridle hand down that 
line as if fixed by a spirit level. It 
was hard, I tell you, but it didn’t last 
long, for all at once a gun, over on our 
right, that had evidently just got into 
position, blazed away with a_ solid 
twenty-pound shot, and, as I stand here 
holding up this evidence’’—and the 
stump went up again—‘‘so help me 
gracious that shot swooped right down 
our line and snipped off fifty hands as 
had been done by a 
knife. Since that I haven’t been so 
confounded particular about being so 
confounded exact,’’ and the corporal sat 
down amid great applause, and the 
overwhelming confusion of the veteran.

Some of these men un- 
doubtedly belong ‘to the “tough’’ class, 
but a majority of them are evidently 
sincere in their search for employ- 
ment. The question promises to be- 
come a more difficult one from day to 
day, as the Eastern winter approaches, 
which will drive thousands of men to 
desperation.

Reserve the Arid Lands. 

In a report of Gov. Hughes to the 
Secretary of the Interior the matter 
of the arid lands is extensively dealt 
with. The report suggests that these 
lands be handed over to the States 
and Territories in which they are 
located, with such limitations as to 
their disposal as might be deemed ad- 
visable. It declares that if these lands 


‘were ceded they could be utilized for 


the raising of capital necessary for 
their reclamation by granting a cer- 
tain portion of the lands to investors 
as a bonus. The Governor says: 

“The land would, of course, be sold 
to bona fida settlers in small holdings 
on the installment plan, the money so 
realized té-be used as a sinking fund 
for the redemption of the bonds. When 
redeemed the water system itself would 


‘belong to the land it served, or to the 


' territory,

ployment might be given fo a number 
of men,about here. There are parks 
to be made, roads and bridges to be 
repaired, streets to be graded and 
other work to be done which must in 
any case be done before long, and 
might just as well be done now when 


it will answer a double purpose. The 


city, and county, and State, and even 
the Federal government should face 
this matter at once and make some 
provision for the winter that is com- 
ing, which promises to be the most dis- 
astrous to the poorer class that this 
country hasseenformanyalong year. 
Congress is wasting days and weeks 
in talking, while men and women are 
starving throughout the country. It 
is as Cleveland would say, a condi- 
tion, not a theory, which confronts 
us. While the assembled wisdom of 
the nation is discussing the question 
as to whether it is silver or tariff that 
afflicts the patiertt, that patient is 
slowly perishing for want of a loaf of 
bread. 

It is, indeed, an anomaly that at this 
time, when crops are bountiful through- 
out the country, when barns and ware- 
houses are stored with produce that 
can scarcely be given away, thousands 


of men who are willing to work should 


be asking in vain for a chance to earn 
their daily bread and supply their 
families with the bare necessaries of 
life. These stores of produce will not 
long remain intact when once the 
wolves of hunger go to work among 
the masses. Would it not be better to 
give them a chance to earn their bread 
honestly than to dole it out in charity 
or to shoot them down to prevent them 
from taking it by force? 

During the past summer we have 
been sending out literature, telling the 
world of the wonderful crops ‘which 
are raised here, and showing them 
how a family can live in comfort and 
even luxury upon ten acres of ground. 
Let it not be said that in this section, 
which has been so bountifully favored 
by nature, there are men who look 
for bread. Let our city and county 
governments take up the question in 
earnest, and see what they can do in 
the line of providing employment for 
the worthy poor, who are in need of 
work. It may safely. be said that a 
sreat majority of the taxpayers will 
greatly approve of any _ well-consid- 


ered action that may be taken look- 


ing to the furnishing of employment 
to thousands who need it. Let it not 
be forgotten that “An ounce of pre- 
vention is better than a pound of cure.” 


There seems to be a general under- 
standing among Anarchists through- 
out the world, and unless. the 
greatest precautions are taken we may 
expect to see great activity among 
this undesirable class of people in the 
near future. A general outbreak at 
Vienna was only averted by the timely 
arrest of a number of dynamiters, who 
were found to be in correspondence 
with Anarchists in England and Amer- 
ica, and bombs found in their posses- 
sion were made exactly according to 
the rules laid down by Most. It is also 
said that Russian Anarchists are in 
communication with Anarchists. in 
Spain. 


While the San Francisco papers are 
still discussing the tragic Gilmore case, 
another of a similar nature crops up, 
in which two San Francisco doctors are 
implicated. The San Francisco author- 
ities ought to commence a wholesale 
calling out of the practitioners who dis- 
race that city. This, however, would 
not be sufficient. If there were no 
demand for such people there would be 
no supply. A campaign of education in 
the ethics or morality as it is under- 
ateod amon tribes whom we are 
pleased to call savages is apparently 
badly needed in San Francisco just 
now.

It should un- 
der no circumstances be permitted to 
get into the hands of grasping capi- 
talists, who will use it to further add 
to their surplus millions. We all know 
what it would cost.for a wealthy cor- 
poration to obtain from an average 
California legislature the control of 
these lands for little or nothing be- 
yend the amount expended in obtain- 
ing a favorable vote. How much less 
would it cost such a corporation to do 
the same thing in Arizona, where Mr. 
Huntington boasted in a letter to the 
late Gen.* Colton that he had pur- 
shased the entire Legislature for the 
modest sum of $5000? 

No, indeed! The. government must 
not part with these lands under any 
pretext. Let it issue bonds or green- 
backs, bring water upon the lands and 
sell them in small tracts on easy terms 
to bona fide settlers, thus furnishing 
employment for years to tens of thou- 
sands of men and productive homes to 
millions. The administration which al- 
lows these lands to pass from the con- 
trol of the Federal government will 
justly merit the execration of posterity. 


The Next European War. 

Preparations for war in Europe coh- 
tinue to be made, on a stupendous 
scale, in spite of the repeated declara- 
tions of European sovereigns that their 
great desire is for peace. 

Under the new military laws, about 
te go into effect in France and Ger- 
many and other European countries, 
Germany 
France 4,350,000, Russia 4,000,000, Italy 
2,236,000, Austria-Hungary 1,900,000, and 
even the “Sick Man’’ will muster 1,150,- 
000 red-legged fighters. Under the new 
order of things Europe in a few days’ 
time can be in the field with 22,448,000 
men. There is no knowing how many 
of this mighty multitude will be in- 
volved in case the leashes of the dogs 
of war were again loosened, for under 
present tripartite arrangements two 
countries would no sooner be involved 
than others would be drawn in. 

The next European conflict promises 
to be by far the greatest which the 
world has ever seen. The very exist- 
ence of such immense standing armies, 
with thousands of young officers burn- 


ing for a chance to distinguish them-., 


selves and gain promotion, is in itself 
an incentive to war. 


The question of the abolition of the 


House of Lords is being taken up in’ 


earnest in England. A big mass-meet- 
ing of workingmen is to be held, and it 
is expected that Mr. Gladstone will to- 
day indicate what course his followers 
should take. The crowd of supercilious 
aristocrats. whu flippantly voted down 
the Home-rule Bill, among jeers and 
laughter, may before long experience 
the truth of the saying that ‘He 
laughs best who laughs last.’’ 

The advices conveying the _ intelli- 
gence of the capture of ex-President 
Pelligrini by the Argentine rebels fol- 
lowed very quickly upon the announce- 
ment of his taking the field with rein- 
forcements. His capture probably puts 
an end to his life and of the gov- 


ment.

FOR PROTECTION. 


Looking Out: for California 
Fruit Interests. 


Senator Perkins Will Serve His 
Country and State. 


Danger from Spanish and Bermudan 
Fruit and Vegetables. 


The Santa Fe Freight Department is Striv- 
ing to Prevent a Reduction of 
Duties on Imported 
Produce. 


The peop!® of California have reason 
to be deeply interested in the matter 
of a protective tariff enforced on im- 
portations of fruits and vegetables 
from foreign shores. It means life or 
death to the greatest growing 
interests of this State, which, 
if properly and _ justly protected, 
can some day supply the nation 
climate. In this ambition the growers 
have the railroads as their allies and 
the corporations are as deeply inter- 
ested as the people. The traffic de- 
partment of the Santa Fe lines in 
California has taken especial interest 
in promoting and encouraging the rais- 
ing of fruits and vegetables for the 

tern market, and will do its best 
to protect the industry. With this end 
in view, S. B. Hynes, general freight 
agent of that company’s lines in South- 
ern California, wrote a letter to Sena- 
tor Perkins, reading: 
“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Sept. 9. 

“Hon. George C. Perkins, United 
States Senator, Washington, D. C.— 
Dear Senator: I notice in the newspa- 
per clippings proceedings before the 
Committee on Ways and Means, held 
in Washington, September 4, that rep- 
resentatives of the Bermuda Islands 
have made a plea for reduction in tariff 
on fruit and vegetables from those is- 
lands. 

“It is not necessary to attempt to 
inform you in regard to the value of 
these industries in California, and I 
desire to merely call your attention to 
the effort that is being made for re- 
duction in dutiés which will undoubt- 
edly, if successful, work a great hard- 
ship to California interests. 

“I also note that at the same session 
of the committee, E. L. Goodsell, a New 
York fruit broker, made a special plea 
for reduction in duty on grapes from 
the Mediterranean Sea, from 60 cents 
per barrel to 25 cents per barrel. Our 
grape producers are finding it difficult 
to secure a profitable market under the 
existing circumstances, and I. sincerely 
trust that every effort will be made 
on the part of Senators and Represent- 
atives to prevent any reduction in du- 
ties on fruits and vegetables that are 
competitive with California. 

“Yours truly, S. B. HYNES.’”’ 

Two days later Mr. Hynes wrote a 
letter to John J. McCook, Esq., gen- 
eral counsel for the Santa Fe Company 
in New York, inclosing a duplicate of 
the letter to Senator Perkins, and ex- 
plaining that the information he re- 
ceived from a report of the proceedings 
before the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee in a session held September 4. He 
added that the interests of California, 
and consequently the Santa Fe road, 
demanded that the duties shall not be 
reduced. 

Under date of September 18 General 
Counsel McCook replied, acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of the letter and in- 
closures and said he had forwarded 
them to Messrs. Britton & Gray, the 
legal representatives of the Atchison 
System in Washington, with the re. 
quest that they should give the matter 


personal attention. On the day in the. 


United States Senate Mr. Perkins 
penned a reply as follows:

peared before the on that 
date, and presented an application 
signed by all the members of the legis- 
lative council” of the islands. It ex- 
plained that the United States was the 
natural market for Bermuda’s potatoes, 
onions and other early vegetables and 
fruits, shipped between April 1 and 
June 15. The duty which the islands 
pay to get their products to «market 
amounts to $150,000, or a tax of $10 on 
each inhabitant of the islands. Two- 
thirds of all the imports of Bermuda 
come from the United States, making 
a balance of trade in favor of this 
country of $451,000. In reply to a ques- 
tion, one member of the delegation ex- 
plained that Bermuda was enabled to 
settle the heavy balances of trade 
against her because the British gov- 
ernment had lately expended great 
sums there in fortifications, visitors 


‘(chiefly from the United States) spent 


much money there in the winter. Thus 
the money of England for. forts and the 
money of the United States for climate 
helped the islands to pay the differ- 
ence in the balances. 

E. L. Goodsell, who appeared before 
the committee to champion the cause 
of the Almirian, or, as it is generally 
called, the Malaga grape, is a New 
York importer of that fruit. He is 
pretty well-known in California, hav- 
ing visited this State about six months 
ago, and passed a brief season in look- 
ing over the fruit sections of the State. 
He announced that he proposed to or- 
ganize a syndicate to buy up the great- 
est-vineyards, and go into the business 
of raisin grapes on a heavy scale. This 
caused him to be an object of much at- 
tention and comment from the news- 
papers, but his enterprise never 
materalized. If the writer is not mis- 
taken, Mr. Goodselt Rad many good 
words to say for California grapes, and 
California as a grape country. Be- 
fore the committee Mr. Goodsell argued 
for a reduction of the duty on the 
Almirian grapes. Almiria is a small 
shipping peint on the Mediterranean 
Sea, between Valentia and Malaga. 
The duty before the enactment of the 
McKinley law was 20 per cent. ad 
valorem. It/was changed by that law 
to a specific duty of 60 cents per bar- 
rel, worth about $1.40. Mr. Goodsell 
argued for a specific duty of 25 cents 
per barrel, claiming that an ad valorem 
duty is impracticable, for the reason 
that the grapes are sold at public 
auction in New York for the account 
of the grower at any price they avill 
bring. 

Mr. Goodsell said he did not advocate 
placing these grapes on the free list, 
as he believed these importations 
should pay a fair and equitable trib- 
ute to the country. Were the 
put on the free list, however, he did 
not think the domestic product would 
suffer. If the duty was reduced, or 
grapes were placed on the free list, the 
importation would increase the 400,000 

Were importation to increase 
‘to this point, the price per barrel would 
decrease 50 cents on account of the 
larger supply, and the grapes would! be 


grapes - 


placed within the reach of many peo 
ple now debarred. He denied that the 
retail price of these grapes had ruled 
lower since the passage of the McKin- 
ley law. 

Mr. Payne asked whether, coming as 
an importer, he did not come before the 
committee in his own interest. 

“Certainly,’’ replied Mr. Goodsell, ‘“‘it 
is not a pro bono publico matter with 
me. I come here from purely selfish 
motives for myself and the Spanish 
grower,” 


ANTOINE DE KONTSKI. 


A Musician of Wortd-wide Fame to Visit Los 
Angeles. 

Among the distinguished people who 
will soon visit Los Angeles is the Chev- 
lier Antoine de Kontski, 
and composer, who, for more than a 
generation, has held the most advanced 
position in the musical.circles of the 
Old World. Any detailed recital of his 
triumphs in the concert halls of En- 
gland, the continent and America, 
would fill a good-sized volume. As a 
pianist he is phenomenal, for the most 
rapid and difficult execution is easy 
to him. As a composer and conductor 
he takes the front rank, having com- 
posed over three hundred pleces, in- 
cluding sonatas, trios and quartettes, 
symphonies, oratorios, masses, operas, 
etc. 

His memory is marvelous; it is only 
necessary for him to hear a composition 
played once, when he can repeat it 
with the finished touch of a master. 
His repertoire is inexhaustible, playing 
from all the great composers. Aside 
from this, and unlike other great pian- 
ists, who practice exercises hour after 
hour each day to acquire perfection in 
technique, Kontski ‘hever goes thgough 
these mechanical efforts; his fingers 
are always ready. Those who know 
him personally are astounded at this 
last too exceptional gift. 

Having been introduced to Beethoven 
by Baron Markendorf. (the . favorite 
pupil of C. Maria von Weber) be be- 
came his pupil and is now his last 
representative. A schoolmate of 
Chopin and intimately acquainted with 
Mendelssohn, Meyerbeer, Rossini, Gou- 
nod and many other composers, as 
well as being a constant visitor and 
rival in the salons where Liszt, Thal- 
berg, Doehler, Herz and others con- 
gregated, receiving the degree of doc- 
tor of music at Koenigsberg and hold- 
ing the highest position in the musical 
center of the world (Germany) as first 
court pianist, the public will see at a 
glance that the true traditions of the 
great composers of the century are 
truly interpreted when played by this 
great master, who still enjoys the vir- 
tuosity of wonderful power, rare deli- 
cacy and vigor of youth, which are in- 


dispensable in shading the pictures of 
the tone poets. 


CRESCENT AVENUE. 


The Expenses of the Improvement to Be Ime 
vestigated. 

It will be remembered that at Mon- 
day’s session of the City Council a 
Mr. Hendricks appeared before that 
body and registered a kick against the 
expenses for engineering and inspect- 
ing the work of constructing the sewer 
on Crescent avenue, between Boston 


and Temple streets. He stated that 


the work proper cost $818, while the 
cost for engineers’ and _ inspectors’ 
fees was $140. 

From the City Engineer's office yes- 
terday it was learned that the cost 
for the work was $35.85. This amount 
was about $7 in excess of what it 
would have been had it not been for 
the fact that in three different places 
at three different times the excava- 
tion caved in so that the stakes had 
to be set over again. 

Street Superintendent Watson stated 
that as far as his office was concerned 
he had one inspector and but one on 
that piece of work. When the in- 
Spector was mot needed he was not 
kept there. It should no forgotten, 
however, that the job one which 
it took a long time to do, and, of 
course, under such circumstances an 
inspector would be needed for more 
days. 

The question has been referred to 
the Sewer Committee for investigation, 
and it is expected that the committee 
will meet in a day or two to consider 
it. Chairman Nickell, of that _commit- 
tee, states that he intends that fhe 
question shall be thoroughly sifted and 
that if any abuses be found an effort 
will be made to correct them. 


THE OUTFALL. 


The Ocean Outlet to Be Put in Place Some 


Time Today. 

About six hundred feet of the iron 
pipe in section 10, of the outfall sewer, 
is to be drawn into the ocean today. 
This portion of that section has been 
bolted together at the ends of each 
piece of pipe and a rubber ring placed 
between the ends so ag to relieve the 
strain caused by and sudden jar while 
the pipe is being placed. The pipe has 
been laid on a long carriage resting on 
rollers, which in turn rest on some 
long timbers. A steam tug will be an- 
chored some distance out and astrong 
cable will be attached at one end to 


the pipe and at the other to a windlass. 


aboard the tug. Although the pipe is 
of great weight, yet it is«believed that 
it can be easily drawn out, for the rea- 
son that there is a good downward 
grade on which to draw it. While on 
the land it is thought it can easily be 
drawn on the rollers, and, of course, 
when in the water its specific gravity 
will be so much reduced that there 
will not be much fesistance to its be- 
ing drawn there. 

It is expected that the pipe will be 
drawn out at about 10 o’clock this 
morning, the ocean about that place 
being more quiet at that time. / 

The City Engineer and several of the 
councilmen expect to be present. They 
intend to drive out, leaving the city 
early this morning. 


IGNORED THE SIGNALS. | 
Fatal Accident on the Terminal at the Kuhrts 
Street Bridge. 

Sidney Rosenberg, who has been em- 
ployed at driving a sprinkling wagon, 
was badly hurt yesterday morning. He 
was about to drive across the Terminal 
railroad at the Kuhrts street crossing, 
and was signalled not to do so, as 
there was a train coming. He did not 
act on the signal, nowever, and while 
he was driving across the track, the 
rear of the sprinkling wagon was 
struck by. the incoming train, and he 
was thrown violently to the ground. 
The injured man was brought to the 
receiving hospital, where he was at- 
tended by Police Surgeon Bryant and 
Dr. Boyd. He appeared to be very 
badly bruised, but suffered no great 
extenal injuries. He is 50 years of 
age, and has no relatives near here. 

Rosenberg rested uneasily through 
the day and died at 11:30 o’clock last 
night.

FIVE MORE CO 


Highbinders Now Take 
Their Turn. | 


Known Criminals Sentenced to 
Deportation. 


Chinese**‘[acs’’ and Fan-tan Play- 


ers Sent Over. 


A Dispatch trom Washington to District- 
Attorney Denis Announces the Trans- 
_ mittal of Funds for Deporta- 
tion Purposes. 


Five unregiste.ed Chinamen were 
yesterday ordered. deported by Judge 
Ross in the District Court. 

The first to feel the heavy hand of 
the law was Wong Way, a celestial 
claiming a dual residence in Sam Ber- 
nardino and this city. Wong was ar 
rested here as a highbinder, his only 
known means of support being derived 
from the illegal sale of Chinese lot- 
tery tickets. The incriminating docu- 
ments were produced in court, as were 
also several hieroglyphic-covered books 
which were identified as the accounts 
of drawings and winnings, with the 
names of the agents who sold the 
tickets. The defendant also claimed to 
be part owner of a store at San Ber- 
nardino, but Judge Ross ruled that the 
mere fact of a person’s having an in. 
terest in a business,outside of his own 
regular vocation did not constitute him 
a merchant. For the same reason a 
lawyer having an interest in a farm 
could not be called a farmer, nor coule 
a merchant holding stock in a bank be 
called a banker. The regular occupa. 
tion of the defendant having been 
proven to be that of a vender of lot- 
tery tickets, he was therefore included 
in the catagory of Chinese non-mer- 
chants classed as laborers under Judge 
Ross’s latest decisions. Wong Way 
Was consequently given the privilege to 
sell lottery tickets in China hereafter. 

Wong Chung, a_ semi-respectable- 
looking heathen from the San Joaquin 
Valley, was next tried. He was placed 
on the stand and testified that .his 
last place of residence was at Fresno, 
where he had lived for thirteer? long 
years. He said he had arrived in the 
land of the free sixteen years ago, ane 
for more than a thousand days had la- 
bored faithfully “untir he had amassed 
sufficient fortune to form a _ limitec 
parternership with three other celes-~ 
tials at No. 1111 J street in the saia 
town of Fresno. The 4irm had investea 
$2000 and was engaged in the sale of 
drugs and medicines. They occupied 
two stories of the building and kept « 
restaurant on the second floor. “There 
was no lottery or fan-tan game in the 
building. Wong said he was the treas- 
urer of the company, and has a city li- 
cense for running koth the drug store 
and restaurant. These licenses, how- 
ever, were made out in the name of the 
company. The most peculiar thing 
about the defendant was that, although 


«| claiming to have been a merchant for 


thirteen years, he was compelled to 
avail himself of the services of a court 
interpreter. He was ordered to trans- 
fer the scene of his future operations 
to the Flowery Kingdom, 

FAN-TAN PLAYERS. 

‘The next case was that of How 
Wong, also of the Central City. How 
has had no regular occupation for the 
last six months, but previous to that 
time had filled the lucrative position 
of watcher for a fan-tan game. His 
entire duty consisted of being attached 
to a piece of twine, which, at the other 
end, bore intimate relations gwith the 
lights and doors of the room where the 
illegal sport was carried on. When 
officers of the law or other suspicious 
characters appeared in sight How sim- 
ply pulled the string and the inter- 
rupted gamblers did~ the rest. How 
therefore came under the category of a 
Chinese laborer with a string tied to 
it. He will have to go. 

Next on the list was Lee Soon, an- 
other inhabitant of the City of Rais- 
ins and Democracy. Policeman Ander- 
son, “one of the finest,’”’ testified that 
Lee was known principally as an in- 
dustrious student of the mysteries of 
fan-tan. This, bad as it is, was merely 
a pretext for worse practices, however. 
Lee’s actual occupation was defined as 
that of a Chinese ‘“‘mac,’”’ and when ar- 
rested was taken from a house of ill- 
fame. He was rightly served yith de- 
portation. 

The fifth and last case tried was that 
of Gee Quong, also from the tropical 
precincts “surrounding the Meowhirter 
tragedy. Gee was at one time a good- 
looking Chinaman, but a life of dis- 
sipation has flattened his countenance 
and diminished his corpulence. He 
was also a constant frequenter of tan 
games, and, like his predecessor, a 
member of the brotherhood of ‘‘macs.’’ 
Six months ago Policeman Anderson 
arrested him for vagrancy. Two weeks 
ago, when apprehended under the 
Geary act, he was captured in a bawdy 
house. Judge Ross ordered a long sea 
voyage for his health. 

The cases of Lee Gay, Quong Ark, 
Quong Noil, Quong Kock King, Kock 
Wah, Quong Mow Louie and @hung Ah 
Hing were continued until today. 
They are all from this city, and are 
said to be notorious highbinders. The 
deportation mill, which is now in good 
running order and grinding out the 
worthless classes, will, no doubt, make 
short work of them today. 

FUNDS ON THE WAY. 


Marshal Gard will now be supplied 
with the necessary funds to carry out 
the orders of the court. It is over a 
week since Mr. Gard telegraphed Atty.- 
Gen. Olney from San Francisco, ask- 
ing whether the necessary funds to 
deport the Chinese would be forthcom- 
ing. The Marshal has as yet received 
no direct answer, but yesterday after- 
noon a telegram addressed to Dist.- 


Atty. Denis arrived, stating that funds | 


had been transmitted for the purpose 
indicated. Neither the Marshal nor 
the District Attorney would name the 
amount which had been placed at 
their disposal, but it is not supposed to 
be very large. The Marshal will start 
for the North before the end of the 
week with another batch. 

One of the Chinese ‘“‘macs” from 
Fresno, who was ordered deported yes- 
terday, is evidently dissatisfied with his 
present quarters in the County Jail. 
When it was announced in the Marsh- 
al’s office that no trip would ,be made 
to San Francisco for several days yet, 
this heathen criminal began to grumble 
at the delay. In good English he ex- 
plained his preference for the Northern 
jails, saying that the thirty-cent food in 
this countv was not fit to eat, and that 
what there was of it was insufficient. 
When asked to explain himscif, he in- 
timated that rice and other Chinese 
delicacies were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence on the bill of fare. He will be 
compelled, however, to subsist on 
Southern California food for several 
days, notwithstanding his abhorrence 
to the American style of cooking.

Black and white remains popular, not 
in mixed goods, but combined in the 
making. Thus a ‘stunning gown of 
black satin has a skirt just clearing 
the ground, is gored closely about the

WILL HOLD OFFICE. 


Mr. Fleming’s Appoint- 
ment Confirmed. 


Judge Shaw Decides the Dis- 
puted Points. 


John Bray Found Guilty of AsSault- 


ing Wilson. 


The Examination of the Grand Jury on Ques- 
tions of Iilegality in Organization 
ahd Impaneling Continued— 
New Suits. 


T. J. Fleming can now assume the 
duties of County Treasurer without 
question being raised as to the legality 
of his actions, for in the case of People 
vs. J, de Barth Shorb, J. M. Tiernan, 
John Milner, G. H. Stewart, G. B. 
Shaffer, E. W. Coe, L. N. Breed, J. M. 
Witmer, John Bryson, Sr., and A. Had- 
ley, Judge Shaw rendered his decision 
last evening in favor of the plaintiff. 
In effect the complaint set forth that 
all of the defendants, except the first 
named, were deputy county treasurers 
by appointment of Mr. Shorb, and that 
since the sixty days of the latter’s ab- 
sence expired, they continued to keep 
possession of the records and funds of 
the office notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr. Fleming had been named as Treas- 
urer instead of Mr. Shorb. The plain- 
tiffs asked that the judgment of the 
court be that the defendants be de- 
clared not entitled to hold the offices 
claimed, and that they be required 
to deliver up possessign of the moneys 
and records. 

In the answer of the defendants, it 
was denied that during the period set 


out in the complaint, from -July 14 to 
* September 13, Mr. Shorb remained ab- 


sent from the State without permis- 
sion or consent of the Legislature or 
Board of Supervisors. It was further 
alleged that the office of County Treas- 
urer did not become vacant on Septem- 
ber 13 or any other date. The fact that 
on September 13 Shorb was absent 
from the State was admitted, but as 
excuse it was urged that he was un- 
avoidably absent through sickness, and 
owing to this was unable to return. In 
consequence of this reasoning, the ap- 
pointment of Fleming was deemed null 
and void. ag was also the action of the 
supervisors in making such appoint- 
ment, 

In order to settle the dispute as 
speedily as possible, the case was hur- 
ried into court yesterday afternoon, 
argument was made and judgment en- 
tered for plaintiff against all defend- 
ants excepting Shorb, the case being 
dismissed as to the latter. | 

G. H. Smith, Esq., took up the argu- 
ment in defense, touching first upon the 
subject of the validity of Mr. Fleming’s 
appointment. 

He did not believe that Mr. Shorb’s 
absence was such as would be sufficient 
to work a forfeiture of his office, as the 
absence was forced. and not voluntary. 
It was not the intention of the Legis- 
lature to apply the rule to such ex- 
treme cases. If it did the provision 
would be a violation of the constitution 
wherein it was provided that no man 
should be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law. 


The office of Treasurer was property, 


and Mr. Shorb could not be ousted 
without judicial process having been 
gone through. The forfeiture was not 
worked until such action had been 
taken. If the words of any law did 
not convey the exact intents of the 
framers. the words should be disre- 
garded, and the understood meaning 
alone considered. In this case it ap- 
peared that the interpretation of the 
law was in Mr. Shorb’s favor. 

Mr. Smith called particular attention 
to the fact that the reading of the 


Statute was “in ease any official ‘shall * 


absent himself.’’ The word “absent” 
he held meant wilful absence, that not 
unavoidable. 

Attorney York,.who appeared for Mr. 
Fleming, took the opposite stand, and 
in an address lasting twenty minutes, 
offered his reason in Support of the 
Treasurer-elect’s appointment. At 5 
o’clock he concluded his remarks, and 
the court, ordered, on motion. first, 
that the suit be dismissed as to the 
defendant. Shorb. and that the de- 
murrer to the answer be sustained. 

The attorney for the defense declining 
to amend judgment, went for the 
plaintiffs on the pleadings. 

A TOUGH CUSTOMER. 

John Bray, a person who appears 
to be one of the smoothest and most 
deliberate criminals that ever saw the 
inside of a penitentiary, was convicted 
of assault with intent to commit rob- 
bery yesterday afternoon in Depart- 
ment One. An old man named David 
Wilson was the complaining witness. 


f Wilson got drunk several weeks ago 


and while in a semi-unconscious state 
was knocked down by Bray, who at- 
tempted to rob him. A policeman hap- 
pened along at the time, very fortu- 


fs nately for Wilson, and placed Bray un- 


der arrest. The fellow told a very 
plausable story in his smooth way on 
the stand yesterday, claiming that. he 
Saw the drunken man fall down and 
merely went to his assistance, when 
the officer arrived. The jury was wise 
enough to discredit this testimony en- 
tirely and brought f a verdict of 
guilty after but ten minutes’ de- 
liberation.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Important Decision Affecting School 
Bonds—News Notes. 

The bonds of school districts for- 
merly in San Diego county, but now in 
Riverside county, must be liquidated 
by the old county—at least so c!aims 
Dist.-Atty. Ward of San Diego county. 
This opinion was given to Dr. Ly- 
man Gregory, Superintendent of 
Schools for Riverside county, when he 
went to San Diego to get the bonds of 
the districts taken by this county. 
Mr. Ward gave his decision on the 
ground that the money for these bonds 
does not belong to the school districts, 
but to the bondholders, and that the 
bonds are payable at the office of 
Treasurer Long of San Diego county, 
the coupons being notes of hand signed 
by him, for which he is held liable. 

WILL RETALIATE. 

One of the Chinamen arrested in 
this city for deportation, but released 
by Judge Ross, because he proved, or 
seemed to prove, by papers in his pos- 
session, that he is a property-owner in 
this city, is Gin Ling. Now Gin Ling 
proposes getting back at those who 
caused his arrest by swearing out war- 
rants for their arrest, on the ground of 
false imprisonment. But.Gin Ling has 
heretofore claimed to possess no real 
estate in this city, and the property 
he. now claims is assessed to another, 
who paid the taxes, and the store he 
runs is said to consist of goods for em=- 
ployees only.

THE TAX RATE. 

On Monday afternoon, the time des- 
ignated for such purpose, the «ounty 
supervisors fixed the tax rate for Riv- 
erside county. There being some com- 
plaint among taxpayers to the effect 
that the county officers were not }/rac- 
ticing that rigid economy which the 
present hard times demanded, the fol- 
lowing resolutions, prefixed by sev- 
eral ‘‘whereases,’’ explanatory of the 
duties of the board in the matter of 
fixing the tax rate, and of the present 
condition of affairs, were passed by a 
unanimous vote of the board: 

“Resolved, that the greatest yossi- 
ble economy consistent with good serv- 
ice should be practiced in all county 
offices; and that, to the end that it 
may be so practiced, we urgently 
request each and every county officer 
to dispense with all unnecessary as- 
sistance, and abjure every sembl:unce 
of extravagance; not only to the end 
that necessary economy may be se- 
cured, but in order, also, that there 
may be no grounds for the charze of 
political nepotism; and be it further 

“Resolved, that it is now and for- 
ever the deep conviction and sense of 
this Board of Supervisors that county 
government is primarily and wholly a 
master of business, and not of poli- 
tics.’” 

The tax levy was then taken up, and 
the rate upon each $100 valuation fixed 
as follows: State tax, $0.576; general 
county fund, $0.68; county hospital 
fund, $0.064; county road fund, $0.25; 
salary fund, $0.07; State school fund, 
$0.21; total, $1.85. . 

The State fund levy of $0.576, and 
‘the State school fund of $0.21 are ar- 
bitrary, having been fixed by the State. 
The clamor for better county roads 
has found response,in a comparatively 
large levy ($0.25) for the road fund. 
The total levy ($1.85) may be consid- 
ered pretty steep; but one of the, su- 
pervisors stated that the revenues ob- 


tained by this levy must cover the ex-: 


penses of about sixteen months, or, 
from the 6th of last June, the date of 
the starting of the county under its 
own officers. This certainly cannot be 
if the old counties make an equitable 
division of the county funds on hand 
at the date of the forming of the 
county. 
RIVERSIDE BREVITIES. 

The District Attorney has iiled an 
information against Dr. E. C. Wilson, 
veterinarian, charging. him with ob- 
taining money by false pretenses. He 
was held by the justice’s court for this 
crime, for having sold to F. Cuttle a 
horse which he _ represented io be 
sound, but which was found to be un- 
sound. 

J. W. Kerr has been appointed a 
committee of one, by the County Board 
of Education, to examine into the 
standards attained by the pupils of 
the public schools, and who, if any, of 
them are entitled to certificates of 
graduation from the grammar school 
‘grades.

the hotels in the city; that the mother 
of thé young man appeared on the 
scene, both at the hotel and at a down- 
town office, and used the most vile, 
profane and insulting language to her, 
telling her that she must go back to 
Los Angeles and never return to this 
city again; that she was unfit to asso- 
ciate with her boy, and that she was 
leading her ‘darling child from the 
path of virtue. 

The young girl, for such she is, being 
only 18 years old, admits having gone 
wrong, but declares that but one per- 
son is responsible for her wrong, and 
that person is the young man she now 
desires to marry. She declares that 
if she has been false to herself she 
has been true to him, and will make 
him a good wife if the irate mother 
will let them alone. 

The girl has returned to her work 
in Los Angeles, and the young man is 
with his irate mother. 

This case is a disagreeable as well 
as a disgraceful one. It is also a 
serious one for the bey and girl, and 
for the physician at Anaheim, who, 
according to the girl’s story, played a 
very important and realistic part in 
the affair. |

POLICE BUSINESS.

Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
Commissioners. 


The Rule in Regard to Side Entrances and 
Back Rooms to Be Enforced—Reg- 
ular Run of Routine 
Business. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
met-yesterday morning, the full board 
being present. 

On favorable reports of the chief the 
petition of E. S. Morton for the trans- 
fer of license at No. 712 East First 
street from Frank Custer, and of John 
Boyer for the transfer of the license 
from No. 228 Aliso street to No. 217 
Aliso street, were granted. 

The petition of G. A. Norman for a 
license at No. 233 East First street was 
denied because of a lack of the con- 
sent of a two-thirds majority of the 
property-owners of the block. 

The petition of C. H. Schmidt for li- 
cense at No. 701 East Eighth street, as 
laid over from last week, was consid- 
ered. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell moved that 
action in the matter be deferred one 
week and that the chief be instructed 
to make a further investigation in the 
matter. Carried. 

The applications referred to the chief 
were from James Lawson, for a license 
at the ‘northeast caqrner of Center place 
and Third street; from Walter Nichol- 
son for license at No. 300 North Ala- 
meda street, and from O. H. Kiefer for 
transfer of license at No. 416 North 
Main street from A. Bester. 

The following rules governing saloons 
as adopted some weeks ago were read: 

No entrance shall be maintained for 
use of patrons except those entering 
directly into the room where the saloon 
bar is located. No liquors shall be sold 
or drank in any booth, side room, 
back room, upper or lower room upon 
the premised or connected by use 
thereto, except those where the in-

YOUNG HOODLUMS. 


Boys Who Cause Disturbances on Alameda 


Street. 

A number of complaints have been 
made of late to the effect that the po- 
licemen on the Alameda-street beat 
have been guilty of brutal treatment 


toward some of the gentry who loiter. 


about the fronts of the Alameda-street 
cribs at late hours of the night. It has 
even been alleged, in some instances, 
that the officers have treated such 
men roughly. 

investigation, however, it has 
been found that the officers appear to 
have been doing nothing more than 
their duty, and if some frequenters of. 
that locality have been, in some de- 
gree, chastised, such chastisement was 
richly merited. 

It has become somewhat of a cus- 
tom of late for some of the young 
‘‘bloods,”’ in companies of a dozen or 
so, to visit that part of the city at late 
hours of the night, or, rather at early 
hours of the morning, and, to use a 
figurative expression, to ‘“‘paint the 
town red.’’ At such times it is fre- 
quently the case that language of the 
vilest sort is indulged inh, and v«ften- 
times the young hoodlums s#smuse 
themselves by rattling on the windows 
of the cribs, and in other ways ccom- 
mitting indignities upon the women 
inmates. 

At such times, if an officer tells the 
young - disturbers of the peace that 
they had better go home, it is not at 
all unlikely that théy~ will commence 
to use profanity toward nim, wnd in 
other ways assert their so-called inde- 
pendence. 

Not only do these young gentry do 
this, but if the officer so much as lays 
a hand on them they will go to the po- 
lice station and make a complaint that 
they were merely walking along the 
street, or something of that sort, when 
the police officer treated them in a 
brutal manner. 

Not long ago, one of these young 
men went to the lice station shortly 
after midnight and reported that one 
of the police officers had kicked him. 
He said that his father had been pay- 
ing taxes in this city for a number of 
years, and it was a strange thing if 
he could not go on the street ttnmo- 
lested. The young man was told by 
the police clerk that if he wished to 
make a complaint he would have to 
do so in the morning, and he there- 
upon left his card, bearing the rame 
of one of the prominent men in town. 

At the time of making the complaint 
the young man appeared to be slightly 
under the influence of liquor. It was 
observed, too, that he did not come in 
afterward to press the complaint. 

It is stated that many of the boys 
who frequent Alameda street in the 
way stated are of comparatively ten- 
der years, their ages ranging from 17 to 
20 years. A large portion of them 
seem imbued with the idga that be- 
cause their parents are possesSed of at 
least some degree of wealth, they may 
do as they please. While their num- 
bers are not confined to any particular 
class, a considerable portion of them 


are said to be made up of young Jews.. 


It is related by one of these young 
hoodlums who had been even worse 
than the others, and who had gone 
further than they, that when he had 
been arrested and was being taken to 
the station. he asked that he be al- 
lowed to go for his mother’s sake. 
This request brought upon his head a 
scathing rebuke which he was likely 
to remember. He was told that he 
ought to have enough respect for his 
mother to not be in such business. 

It is expected that the officers will be 
even less lenient than formerly with 
the smart young men who think that 
because their fathers own property 
here, they can run. the town. It is 
not unlikely that some of these who see 
fit to speak to an officer in a highly 
disrespectful manner may soon after- 
ward find themselves “safe and sound 
behind the bars of the City Jail.
